A county nay

i npose fines, forfeitures, and penalties and provide for the

recovery., collection, and enforcenent of such fines, forfeitures, or

penalties, and. in default of paynent. provide for confinenent in the

county jail as may be provided by ordi hance.

(2) Odinances adopted by counties nmay not be inposed

within the boundaries of incorporated nmunicipalities.

(3) Prior to adoption of an ordinance, the county board

shall cause notice of the proposed ordinance to be published once a

week for three consecutive weekS in__a newspaper of genera

circulation in the county. Final action shall not be taken on the

ordi nance by the county board until after at |east one public hearing

has been held thereon by the board. The county board shall arrange

for and hold such hearing. A copy of the proposed ordinance shall be

available at the office of the county clerk for public inspection.
